Tho gre.it dilliculty in t!io oveihmd route 
would bo ill passing tlirnuyh \'erri)illioil 
Pass, and from there till thty struck the 
trail leading from Rock Creek to Hope or 
Kamluops. Dr. Ileetcr says the ascent to 
Veriniilion Pass is gradual; so is the descent 
into British Columbia... It is not in the grade 
tiat obstacles will be -found; but in the 
fallen trees lhat|enoum|jerjthe(pas3j Were 
they opt away to allow wagons to pan 
through, and a trail cleared so as to reach 
the Uock Creek country, the overland route 
would be one of tho best on the contiiienij 
Vermillion P.i-s is on nearly the sarne par- 
alell as Furt Kainloops. Were the trail cut 
thrnu;;h from Ihe Pass to Shuswap l/ike, a 
distance of abjul ISJ milei,— !ro i ihero 
a steamboat couUI run we-lerly dovri Shu- 
swap niul Kamloops lakes for lOJ miles, 
and land immigrants within 70- miles of 
Lytt in city. 

We have adi pted Vermillion Pass simply 
because it appears lo be the most direct 
route and would introduee the iinmigraiit into 
Ihe very heart of British Columbia. From 
all we have' learned, however, it appears 
really to be the best route as whII ' as iho 
nio.<t direct yet discovered. Immigrants may, 
however," liovv enter Britisti Columbia rni 
ihe II B. Co.'s trail op the Xnrtli Saskatch- 
ewan. They n:.a> ilso. lollow up the Smiih 
Sa.skatchowan tn Hdly river, ilifn take a 
suuiluvest course up that river and cross the 
iiKiuntains tlir(Mi;;h ihe Knotnaii pass in 
\V'a^liiu;;tou TcriH<iry. 'i'licre is no sriiims 
obstacle on this rnnlo, allliuu;:!! it is pr obable 
iriiiiiigrarils wniild tiiul it ilifiii'ult to hriii-- 
their wyg.ins all the way throiii^h.
